Independent claims 1, 13, 21, 31, are directed towards a method and decoder which 
further include ".. .adjusting a coding threshold for encoding a block in an image, wherein the 
coding threshold determines whether the block should be coded, comprising: encoding, at a first 
time, a first image representation of the block using first encoding parameters generated by the 
encoder; encoding, at a second time later than the first time, a second image representation of the 
block using second encoding parameters generated by the encoder; assessing at least the first and 
second encoding parameters to determine whether the image is likely stationary, wherein the first 
and second encoding parameters comprise at least first and second quantization parameters; and 
if the image is likely stationary, adjusting the coding threshold in the encoder for at least a 
portion of the block..." which in review of the numerous arguments put forth in the Supplemental 
Appeal Brief of 3/23/10 the Examiner has found persuasive, in that the art of record fails to 
anticipate nor make obvious. Dependent claims 2-4, 6, 9-12, 14-20, 23-24, 29-30, 32-34, 36, 39- 
40 are allowed concerning the independent claims.
